George Stuart, vice president 
of the international union, said 
any chain stores whose bakeries 
are closed by the strike would be 
picketed if they attempted to ship 
bread in from outside bakeries. 
A majority of the bread consumed 
here is produced by the large 
bakeries. Retail bakers who sell 
their own bread directly to the 
consumer are not involved. 


5-Cent Increase Rejected. 


The strike was called at a 
meeting of the general member- 
ship of the union at union head- 
quarters, 4106 South Broadway. 
A management offer of a 5-cent- 
an-hour wage .increase was re- 
jected unanimously by the sev- 
eral thousand union bakers pres- 
ent.

ROY SHELTON SHOT TO DEATH 


DRIVING TRACTOR ON FARM, 
OTHERS KILLED 
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RESCUER FIRED ON 


»“aiVictim Topples From 


Seat and Is Run Over 
by Harrow and Disk 
Rig—7th Shooting At- 
tack in 3 Years. 


Roy Shelton, one of the five 
notorious Shelton brothers of 
southern Illinols, was shot to 
death at 7:15 a.m. today when 
he was driving a tractor on the 
farm of his brother, Earl (Big 
Earl) Shelton, on Pond Creek 
road near Fairfield, Ill., 125 miles 
east of St. Louis. 

Roy was the third of the five 
brothers to be shot and killed 
from ambush in less than three 
years. Only “Big Earl” and Dalta 
survive. 

Shelton was shot once in the 
center of the back, then run over 
by the harrow and disk rig with 
which he had been cultivating a 
field 12 miles southeast of Fair- 
field. 

Farm Hand Fired On. 

Frank McKibben, a farm hand 
for “Big Earl” Shelton, reported 
the killer fired from a patch of 
underbrush at the north edge of 
the field. Roy had reached the 
extreme north edge of the field 
and had just turned the tractor 
around when the shots rang out, 
McKibben related. 

McKibben said he heard two 
shots, then saw Shelton fall from 
the tractor into the path of the 
disk and harrow. McKibben said 
he jumped from his tractor and: 
ran to Roy’s, shutting off the 
power. The hidden gunman, Mc- 
Kibben continued, fired two shots 
at him but missed. 

The farm hand said he took 
Shelton behind a wheel of the 
tractor and remained there une 
til he thought the killer had left. 
He said tracks indicated one man 
had done the shooting. 

The bullet struck Shelton near 
the spine and emerged from his 
groin. Shelton toppled from the 
tractor seat and his body was

The other four persons arrested 
were Amerasia editor Philip Jaffe, 
Navy Lt. Andrew Roth, Amerasia 
co-editor Kate Mitchell, and maga- 
vine writer Mark Gayn. Jaffe 
pleaded guilty and paid a $2500 
fide. Besides Service, a grand 
jury refused to indict Gayn and 
Miss Mitchell. Roth was indicted 
but the charges against him were 
dropped. 

On the charges in Congress of 
“cover up,” Robert M. Hitchcock, 
who handled the prosecution, told 
the Senate committee last month 
that raids conducted without 
search warrants pretty well 
knocked the props from under 
the court case.

Brown, a former convict living 
at 1536 Wellston place, Wellston, 
was captured last night by five 
State Highway Patrol officers and 


a Franklin county deputy sheriff 
on a farm seven miles southeast 
of St. Clair, Mo. St. Clair is 
about 50 miles southwest of St. 
Louis. 

Acting on a tip that Brown 
could be found on the farm, the 
officers converged on the place 
from two directions. Brown, who 
had been cutting grass in a field 
near the road, dashed into a near- 
by wooded area and hid in some 
brush. When the officers ordered 
him to come out with his hands 
up, he obeyed without 6ffering 
resistance. He was unarmed. 

A coroner’s jury named him as 
the killer of Marin after an in- 
quest at Clayton yesterday and a 
warrant charging him with first 
degree murder was issued by 
Magistrate Frank W. Tirrell who 
said he would not admit the de- 
fendant to bail. 

The jury recommended that 
one of Brown’s companions, Paul 
E. Wallace, truck driver of Over- 
land, be held as an accessory, and 
that the other two, Wallace’s wife, 
Ruth, and Mrs. Ruth Elizabeth 
Long, divorcee, Booth road, St. 
Louis county, be held as material 
witnesses. 

Mrs. Wallace and Mrs. Long 
testified at the inquest yesterday 
that they saw Brown fire a re-

The most recent attack on the 
Sheltons was Monday afternoon 
when gunmen, hiding in a patch 
of weeds near a garage several 
miles from Fairfield, fired a fusil- 
lade at “Little Earl” Shelton and 
a companion, Dellos Wylie, filling 
station operator at Fairfield. 

Wylie was shot four times and 
seriously wounded.

Shelton was not hit by the more 
then 16 blasts fired at the pair 
from rifles, shotguns, and a ma- 
chine gun. 

“Little Earl” Shelton was not so 
lucky a year ago when gunmen 
fired on him in front of his home 
in Fairfield. He was shot eight 
times and only recently has his 
leg healed so he does not walk 
with a limp. “Big Earl” Shelton 
also was shot a year ago as he, 
was gambling in the Farmer's | 
Club. a gambling resort operated | 
by the Sheltons on the town’ 
square at Fairfield. “Big Earl” | 
recovered in a hospital at Evans- 
ville, Ind. 

Roy a Minor Figure. 


Roy Shelton was one of the 
lesser lights of the Shelton gang. 
Hie was in trouble from the time 
he was a young man and spent 
many of the years of his life in

The shooting of Carl Shelton 
occurred as he was approaching 
the farm home of Roy Shelton,.

The Post-Dispatch disclosed 
Aug. 6, 1948 that an effort was 
made to collect a $25,000 bribe 
'from Bernie Shelton a month be- 
fore he was assassinated. Secret 
phonograph recordings of a con- 
versation between Shelton and a 
‘man who represeneed himself as 
‘an intermediary of State’s Attor- 
ney Roy P. Hull were turned over 
to the Post-Dispatch. by Shelton. 


Identified as Intermediary. 


Roy D. Gatewood identified 
himself in the conversations with 
| Shelton as the intermediary for 
‘Hull. Purpose of the $25,000 
bribe sought from Shelton was to 
‘bring about dismissal of felony 
indictments pending at that time 
against Shelton and two associ- 
ates, Ray Walker and John E. 
Kelly. 

Hull was indicted on charges of 
attempted bribery and malfeas- 
ance in office. The malfeasance 
indictment was dropped but Hull 
has never been tried on the 
charge of attempted bribery. 


Sheriff Earl E. Spainhower has 
not been tried on an indictment 
charging perjury. <A charge of 
malfeasance against Spainhower 
was dropped. 


Exposure of Corruption. 


In an exhaustive investigation 
}in 1947 and 1948, Theodore C. 
Link, Post-Dispatch reporter, dis- 
'closed widespread corruption in 
‘Illinois, involving state, county 
| and city officials.

Link was 
named in three indictments re-| 
turned by a Peoria county grand 
jury, charging kidnaping, con- 
spiracy and intimidation in the 
| questioning of a Peoria gambler.

Oliver said Election Board mem- 
bers realize Kansas City elections 
aré “as bad or as good” as the 
judges and clerks who work in 
polling places on election days. 
But the quality of election offi- 
cials, he asserted, depended on 
the character of permanent em- 
ployes who selected judges and 
clerks for election day duty.

Marshall recommended support 
of the arms aid program as a sup- 
plement to the economic aid pro- 
gram which bears his name. 

Asserting that Russia makes its 
decisions in “cold blood,” Mar- 
shall said, “I am convinced that 
to remain impotent is the most 
dangerous thing we .can do.” 

Marshall took note of the 
presence of a Tass news agency 
correspondent at the hearing. 

“Russia has a capable staff 
with knowledge we do not have,” 
Marshall said. “Witness the young 
lady here—you don’t see her 
prototype in the councils there.” 

He gestured toward Miss Jean 
Montgomery, correspondent of 
the Soviet news agency.

Western World Now Entering 
‘ Another Period of Acute Crisis 


Tension Caused by Tempo of Russian Re- 
armament and Realization of the Pres- 
ent Allied Weakness.

PARIS. 


HERE is one single, simple explanation of the sudden growth 
of tension, the seemingly unaccountable attack of nerves that is 
overtaking the Western world. We are imperceptibly passing 


into another period of acute crisis, comparable in some ways to the 
crisis period that produced the Marshall plan. 


One cause of this new crisis is 
the tempo of Soviet rearmament. 
At London, it can now be dis- 
closed, Secretary of State Dean 
G. Acheson gave the solemn opin- 
ion that the Kremlin’s war prepa- 
rations would at least reach a pre- 
liminary climax in 1953-54. 

Acheson's time estimate was ac- 
cepted by his fellow Foreign Min- 
isters, despite some wishful ten- 
dencies in certain quarters. The 
time schedule for the western de- 
fense effort under the Atlantic 
Pact was thus defined and estab- 


lished. 
The other cause of the crisis is 


‘the sudden realization of the 


'present weakness of the West. 


During the past two and a half 
years, western unions and Atlan- 
tic organizations have been 
formed; imposing headquarters 
have been established; reams of 
top secret paper have been turned 
out by platoons of inter-Allied 
brass. Most people were lulled 
by all this activity. 
Bleak Reality Unmasked. 


Then, at The Hague, at Brus- 
sels and at London, the bleak 
reality was progressively un- 
masked. The governments of the 
Atlantic nations suddenly woke 
up to the fact that in an emer- 
gency, they would have almost 
nothing to throw into the breach 
except the platoons of brass and 
the reams of top secret paper — 
“and a damn good thing too,” one 
statesman remarked a little peev- 
ishly. 

The contrast between western 
weakness and rapid Soviet war 
preparation has in turn produced 
the new crisis, which is essentially 
a crisis of will and leadership in 
the West. 

Immediate war, it must be un- 
derstood, is not the danger. It 
will be three years, after all, be- 
fore the Russian rearmament pro- 
gram is completed. For the pres- 
ent, our atomic weapons and 
strategic aviation, our troops in 
Germany and other factors still 
continue to serve as decisive deter- 
rents to Russian aggression. The 
danger is, rather, in the future, 
when the existing deterrents will 


cease to operate because of the 


great growth of Russian armed 
strength. 

What must be done, therefore, 
is to build up balanced and solid 
western forces. Only thus can we 
continue to deter the Kremlin 
from military adventures, after 
the Russian war program has 
come to fruition. This job must 
be begun now if the needed weap- 
ons and men are to be ready in 
time. Doing this job with 1953-54 
as the target date will require 
greatly increased national expendi- 
tures and other politically uncom- 
fortable sacrifices. Hence the 
crisis of will and leadership in all 
the governments concerned, and 
most conspicuously in our own. 

No Effective Air Defense. 


The crisis is made more agoniz- 
ing, both by the inevitable diffi- 
culty of preventive action in 
democracies, and the scope of the 
job to be done. For example, the 
Russians will have both a strate- 
gic air force and a respectable 
stock of atomic weapons by 1953- 
54. Yet western Europe is now 
virtually without any effective air 
defense whatever. 


There is simply nothing here, 
worth mentioning, beyond the air 
warning net and fighter squad- 
rons in the British Isles. 


Thus all of western Europe must 
now be covered with a great radar 
screen. Several scores of addi- 
tional fighter squadrons, at the 
very least, must be provided for 
the Continent. Massive quantities 
of anti-aircraft weapons, both 
cannons and the new guided mis- 
siles, must be made ready. And 
great numbers of bases and em- 
placements must be constructed 
for all these weapons, and many 
thousands of men must be recruit- 
ed and trained to use them. 

Again, since all France’s pro- 
fessional army is pinned down in 
Indochina, there are no combat- 
worthy ground forces in western 
Europe except the two British and 
two American divisions in Ger- 
many, a Belgian division and oth- 
er bits and pieces. Incredibly 
enough, in fact, the Swiss and 
Yugoslav armies are by far the 
most powerful in Europe today. 
Meanwhile the Atlantic nations 
need somewhere between 30 and

Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your editorial, “Candidate for a 
Veto,” is fresh evidence of the Post- 
Dispatch’s chronic confused thinking, 
or else it is a continuance of its policy 
of “support the New Deal, right or 
wrong.” 

All products which tend to be more 
or less standardized, such as cigarettes, 
cement and even newspapers, tend to 
become stabilized in price, of necessi- 
ty. Rather than creating competition, 
the present interpretation of the so- 
called basing-point system stifles com- 
petition, in that consumers in the area 
surrounding a certain plant must buy 
exclusively from that plant, or pay a 
higher price if they wish to buy from 
a plant located somewhat farther away. 

The cement industry can hardly be 

- accused of maintaining a monopoly to 
create high prices when one considers 
that the cost of cement has risen less 
in the past 20 years than any other 
basic building material, exclusive of 
the freight-rate increases. 

It is not strange, however, that your 
newspaper supports the Administration 
blindly.

Defiant Lobbies 


Such information as Congress 1s trying to ob- 
tain from three reactionary lobbies ought to be 
forthcoming as matter-of-course routine. All 
Chairman Buchanan’s House committee is try- 
ing to do is to find out who is behind these 
groups and how much money they are contribut- 
ing to kill off progressive candidates and pro- 
gressive legislation. 

If the Registration of Lobbying Act were ade- 
quately drawn this information would have been 
of record long ago. The act ought to be revised 
so that it will be of record, continuously. Con- 
gress has the right to know these essential facts 
Otherwise 
how can it tell whether their petitions are to be 
given full faith and credence? 

Knowledge of the sort is particularly essential 
in the case of organizations like those that are 
at present defying the Buchanan committee’s 
reasonable demands for information. 

One of them, the Committee for Constitutional 
Government, has as its head Edward A. Rumely, 
whose record is hardly good. Rumely was sent 
to prison at the time of the First World War. 
He was convicted of taking $1,000,000° from the 
German Government to buy the New York Eve- 
ning Mail and convert it into a propaganda 
organ for Germany, according to Buchanan. 

Another of the lobbyists, Joseph Kamp, head 
of the Constitutional Educational League, was 
fined $1000 and sentenced to a year in prison 
for contempt of Congress six years ago, Chair- 
man Buchanan reported. Merwin K. Hart, head 
of the third lobby in question, the National Eco- 
nomic Council, is the subject of a 20-page ex- 
pose in the new book, “A Measure of Freedom,” 
published by the Anti-Defamation League of 
B'nai B'rith. 

Every lobbyist who attempts to influence 
Congress should be obliged to present his cre- 
dentials. That is particularly so in the case of 
characters like Rumely, Kamp and Hart. The 
financial backers of men like these should also 
be required to stand up and be identified. What 
is the reason for their prolonged and agonized 
reluctance to affirm their association with these 
lobbies? That reluctance is in itself a reason 
for suspicion. 

We trust that the Buchanan committee will 
zealously continue its efforts to force these lob- 
bies to tell where their money comes from, and 
that Congress will soon give the investigators 
the tool of a better law to work with. 
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Distinction for New Jersey 

When we saluted Senator Margaret Chase 
Smith of Maine and her six Republican col- 
leagues for their “Declaration of Conscience” 
against unsupported smears and character as- 
sassination, we said we wished that the list 
of G.O.P. signers might have been longer. 

In a sense it was. The first Senator to speak 
after Mrs. Smith took her seat was a Republi- 
can, H. Alexander Smith of New Jersey. The 
Congressional Record shows that he moved to 
a desk close to the lady Senator from Maine 
so as not to miss a word, that he was “in whole- 
hearted agreement with everything she said” 
and that he “congratulated and commended her.” 

So while New Jersey’s Senator Smith was 
not a signer, he promptly put his name to the 
disavowal of McCarthyism. Thus, one-fifth of 
the Republicans in the Senate have made it 
plain that they want no part of the pitch bucket. 
Thus, New Jersey enjoys the distinction of 
being the one state with two Republican Sen- 
ators—Smith and Robert C. Hendrickson—both 
of whom have washed their hands of the Mc- 
Carthy performance. 
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Not Wanted 


Recruiting officers of the Army, Navy, Air 
Force and Marine Corps are wholly within their 
rights in their refusal to accept for enlistment 
either Robert H. Moore or Guy Mullen Jr. The 
armed services, as the joint statement says, “are 
not running a reform school.” 

If there ever was a time when the military 
forces were a means for disciplining unruly 
youths who could not be handled at home, the 
day is past. Peacetime selective service took in 
many thousands of Americans who do not de- 
serve to be thrown with unsocial youths who 
have no regard for human rights—or human lives. 

This pair of hot-rod drivers should pay a 
proper penalty in winning back respect. Part of 
their punishment is their knowing that the 
armed services do not want them. 
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A Treaty With Japan? 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s punitive action 
against Japanese Communists is bound to create 
talk. Communists in Japan and elsewhere will 
try to make capital of it. They Will ask whether 
24 of their leaders should have been barred 
from politics—seven of them from the parlia- 
mentary seats to which they were elected—be- 
cause eight young roughs attacked five United 
States soldiers at a Communist party rally. They 
will say that this is a long move toward outlaw- 
ing the Communist party; and, no doubt, they 
will embroider their propaganda with snide re- 
marks about American democracy. 

Quite aside from such Red exploitation of the 
situation, it does leave Gen. MacArthur in a 
rather difficult position. Congress itself has 
not seen fit to prohibit Communist political 
activity. This stems not only from devotion to 
the First Amendment, but also from the counsel 
of such men as the FBI’s J. Edgar Hoover who 
would rather see Communists in the open than 
underground. 

It can be argued, quite correctly, that Com- 
munists are far more numerous in Japan than 
in the United States, and that they are a more 
clear and present danger to the Tokyo govern- 
ment than to that in Washington. Still, the situ- 
ation would be easier if Japan’s anti-Communist 
Yoshida government had acted on its own initia- 
tive, instead of on Gen. MacArthur’s request. 

This lends new emphasis to Premier Yoshida’s 
offer of last week “to conclude a peace treaty 
as early as possible with those Allied powers 
which will accept the independence and equality 
of Japan, and increase the number of those al- 
lied powers gradually.” 

The timing of this statement contributed con- 
siderably to the success of Yoshida’s Liberal 
party in Sunday’s election. So, the premier 
might have done with popular support what his 
cabinet has now done by order. Further, the 
United States is virtually at peace with Japan. 
The Japanese newspaper Asahi calls it “peace 
without a treaty.” Why not formalize this? 

The obvious answer és the threat of Russian 
Communism. Japan is, after all, our chief base 
against aggression in the Far East. A peace 
treaty, however, might well provide for the con- 
tinuation of American military establishments in 
Japan. In other respects, it undoubtedly would 
lighten the burden of the American taxpayer. 
Above all, it would eliminate the necessity for 
having a proconsul in Tokyo. It is time to be 


weighing these considerations, pro and con. 
Surely, a peace treaty need not wait on the good 
will of the Kremlin. 
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Two Confident Voices’ - 


Canada’s Prime Minister and America’s elder 
statesman speak with the voice of confidence in 
uneasy times. It is a voice which should carry 
far beyond their commencement addresses at 
two universities in St. Louis for there is a spe- 
cial need for the counsel of Louis St. Laurent 
and Bernard Baruch. 

“If we are to preserve civilization,” the Cana- 
dian Prime Minister said at St. Louis University, 
“we must first remain civilized.” It is not 
enough merely to oppose totalitarianicm. It 
especially is not enough to fear it, for in fear 
and suspicion lies “the danger of descending to 
the opponent’s level in use of methods.” 

Only a weak nation would lose sight of the 
real menace of vast armies overseas because of 
the outcry over a tiny minority at home. Strength 
lies in “the confident practice of democracy and 
freedom and justice.” No sounder advice could 
come to the United States from the friendly 
democracy to the North. 

While Prime Minister St. Laurent spoke 
against unreasoning fears, at Washington Uni- 
versity Bernard Baruch spoke for national pre- 
paredness. It has been his message in times of 
stress, and it cannot be repeated too often when 
the United States is striving to adapt its de- 
mocracy to rigid requirements of security. 

Mr. Baruch developed the line of national 
policy with the logic for which he is noted. It 
is first of all the business of America to wage 
peace. That requires us, as a long trail of for- 
eign aggression shows, to be fully armed. Since 
national power now resides not only in guns, but 
in ability to produce them, we must control in- 
flation and maintain economic preparedness. 

Again the 79-year-old adviser to Presidents 
spoke for ethics in economics: “Calling the 
youth of the country to the colors is the height 
of immorality when it is not accompanied by a 
mobilization of property...” 

Bernard Baruch and Prime Minister St. 
Laurent are confident that this democracy can 
arm its men and arm its minds against the in- 
security of a small new world. The confidence 
of such men should be in fact a commencement 


for other citizens. 
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Behind the “Gold Bronzing Co.” 

The police raid on the national bookmaking 
clearing house on St. Charles Rock road proves 
at least three things: the interstate character of 
the gambling racket, the necessity for interstate 
action to smash such illegal businesses, and the 
dependence of gamblers on the wires of the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. 

State and local police found copies of thou- 
sands of telegrams and letters and other records 
at the betting headquarters. Wagers, valued up 
to $47,009 a day, came from all over the nation. 
The telegrams came in through the Western 
Union system, which the Kefauver Senate Com- 
mittee intends to investigate. 

It was a little ironital that the police found 
one letter from the gamblers to a Western 
Union officer saying, “All business transacted 
with Western Union is strictly confidential. At 
no time will you be embarrassed.” 

No doubt Sidney Wyman and others associated 
with C. J. Rich and Co., the “betting commission- 
ers,” actually believed in their legal untoucha- 
bility, and certainly they were justified to some 
extent in believing in the secrecy of their opera- 
tion. They had operated successfully for months. 

The place was raided only because Gov. Dris- 
coll of New Jersey gave Missouri’s Gov. Smith 
evidence uncovered by Eastern investigators of 
gambling and Western Union’s relations with it. 
Both Governors must be commended for their 
co-operation and swift action. 

Behind the quiet front of the “Gold Bronzing 
Co., Distributors,” was just one part of a gam- 
bling enterprise that recognized no state or local 
boundaries. The case for federal action against 
national rackets is being made again and again. 
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Kansas City Splurges 

Kansas City is full right now of men with 
vandykes, burnsides and plain chin whiskers; 
also of pageants, parades and panoply; also of 
queens, speeches and bustling optimism. The 
city is celebrating its one hundredth birthday 
in appropriate style, and the least St. Louis 
could do is to bake a cake. 

Sometimes Kansas City has shown tender 
sensibilities toward St. Louis. In generously 
proposing aid for St. Louis in the earnings tax 
issue, The Kansas City Star recently said, “We 
have sometimes been conscious of a rather con- 
descending attitude from our big sister city.” 

Maybe so. St. Louis is a little larger, a cen- 
tury older and, for a neighboring city, a differ- 
ent sort of place. But St. Louisans ought to 
have learned by now that they cannot prove 
the distinctions to be entirely in their favor, 
especially to a Kansas Citian. The city up-river 
has not looked for special help from St. Louis 
since the Battle of Westport, when Pleasanton’s 
cavalry was supposed to arrive from the east 
and got there almost too late. 

Today Kansas City offers as many contrasts 
as its history. It is driving, ambitious, imagina- 
tive. If the city finds it lacks something, _it 
forthwith tries to fill the vacancy. Kansas City 
builds skyscrapers above the spacious hills and 
prairies, and a ten-gallon hat is as a la mode 
as a derby. This is the city that lived for years 
with Pendergasts or Binaggios, but for as many 
years with J. C. Nichols, who planned and 
built vast areas for good living. 

So in a century the frontier City of Kansas 
has grown up to 461,000 inhabitants, and they 
need not be modest about their accomplish- 
ment. “The industrial sinews of a mighty city,” 
The Star observes respectfully. Everything’s up 
to date in Kansas City, but let no one predict 
that they’ve gone as far as they can go. 
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Course of Mr. Finletter 

Secretary of the Air Force Thomas K. Fin- 
letter used to be active in the movement for 
world government.

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Is the Brannan Plan Worth Trying? 


The Mirror 


During this era America may discover that cost of food is never 
as great as lack of it, writer says; urges test of Secretary Brannan’s 


of =a , : 
PublicOpinion farm plan to subsidize farmers and let food prices seek own level;

One who operates a hundred acre farm 
and is tainted with an all-Republican heri- 
tage takes a long time thinking about the 
Administration’s proposal to distribute 
abundance before he tells Mr. Brannan 
Okay. 

“The problem of abundance would be 
no problem at all for monkeys in a coco- 
nut grove,” says one farm leader, “but 
when humans have 
a surplus, they fume, 
fight, destroy a 
large portion, and 
then release the 
scarcity which they 
have created.” 


The hottest ques- 
tion confronting the 
Department of Agri- 
culture today is how 
to dispose of rotting 
potatoes, moldy iS rte) 
wheat, discolored Ss AF 
milk, tainted eggs. y r\ : 
Is it good business to Fe \—e 
pay growers $80 a 2 
ton for raisins, then Charles F. Brannan 
sell the raisins for $30 a ton to hog 
feeders? In the Corn Belt we see Govern- 
ment cribs.. Farmers shrug their shoulders 
and some sneer. They know that some plan 
must be worked out whereby the hogs 
can eat the/corn, the kids can eat the 
raisi the poor man’s brood can 
eat the pork. Government knows. that 
the public detects the utter futility of 
hoarding more and more decaying surpluses. 


Between Farm and Consumer 


Most farmers recognize that the real 
problem is not so much overproduction 
as it is underconsumption, which in turn 
is the result of maldistribution. Farmers 
are sometimes provoked by the process 
whereby manipulators convert surplus into 
scarcity somewhere between the farm and 
the consumer. 

Mr. Brannan would let food prices seek 
their own level in a free market where no 
jacks are used. This would reduce the 
price to consumers slightly as we have 
seen during the past three years during 
which farm prices have dropped over 20 
per cent but consumer food prices have 
dropped less than 5 per cent. Figures in- 
dicate that farmers could give away milk 
and it would still cost 13 cents to deliver 
empty milk bottles to the consumer’s door. 


Nevertheless, it is logical to believe that 
the Creator intended that food should be 
utilized+ for nutrition rather than for in- 
definite storage. Mr. Brannan believes 
that food is a concern of total society, that 
everyone should have access to it and that 
everyone should share in the cost. 

The Administration knows that the Wa- 
ter level on farm prices dare not drop too 
low, for such a policy would drive a mil- 
lion or two farmers into bankruptcy and 
society would have a new army of eco- 
nomic D.P.’s along with as many unused 
farms. This bankrupt army would drag 
other segments of our economy down with 
it and thus create vast depression. 


Nature of the Opposition 


Mr. Brannan thinks that these marginal 
farmers who could not ride out the threat- 
ening economic storm should have income 
supplement which will maintain them in 
agriculture. He proposes, therefore, to 
keep these farmers on the job, first by 
lowering food prices to the water level 
and increasing volume of consumption; 
second, by supplementing at government 
expense the price of farm products enough 
to bring them up to a level which is de- 
termined by an average price for a recent 
10-year period. 

Opposition to this plan is honestly and 
fairly offered by some of America’s fore- 
most farm leaders, in particular those con- 


nected with the American Farm Bureau. 
There is much speculation as to whether 
lower food prices would permit such an 
increase in consumption that farmers would 
benefit from larger production demand. 

Only time can tell whether the dollar 
cost of abundance will be greater than 
the dollar cost of scarcity. In his message 
to the convention of the National Farm- 
ers Union, Mr. Brannan declared that this 
nation must learn to live with abundance 
rather than a shrinking economy, and that 
any system which forces us to waste what 
we have produced is doomed. The people 
won't stand for it. 

A free market will bring food costs 
down a little and abundance will tend to 
deliver consumers from hamburger loaves 
and macaroni casseroles. Lower prices will 
enable the housewife to feed her flock 
more eggs, milk, raisins, citrus and the 
like. This will produce better nutrition. 


Arguments for Abundance 


The health argument for abundance has 
a multitude of branches. To what extent 
would proper feeding preclude our terrific 
bill for crime? Would adequate food be 
a preventive as well as a cure for the 
mentally ill? The bill for malnutrition 
during the ’30s was too great; during the 
’40s America has learned the economic 
value of 3300 calories. 

The 1940s provided industry with an 
agricultural market for paint, household 
utilities, electrical gadgets, farm machin- 
ery and so forth, which has portrayed the 
interdependence of labor and farmer so 
forcefully that they are both beginning 
to understand mutual dependence. 


Abundant food can well become the 
foundation for an arm-in-arm relationship 
between agricultural corisumers and in- 
dustrial consumers in which farmers will 
have less need for subsidy and workers 
will have less occasion for unemployment 
benefits. We should get started now by 
feeding as much surplus as possible to 
our workers. 

Mr. Brannan should give us more light 
on how much money it will cost Uncle 
Sam to foot the bill if we take out all 
floors and pay the farmer the difference 
between what he gets and what he should 
get. Our agricultural economists can fig- 
ure this question in terms of probable 
ratios and parities. 


What Does Scarcity Cost? 


The Administration, through one of its 
assistant Department of Agriculture sec- 
retaries, stated a few days ago that the 
dollar cost of the Brannan plan would be 
large for the first year, until acreage con- 
trols are adequately organized and the 
present surpluses are properly disposed of. 
After a couple of years the restriction of 
production would be expected to limit 
supply to little more than consumption. 

Every reader will quickly ask how much 
we are paying for the present production 
and marketing program. How much has 
Surplus Commodity paid to farmers for 
the food that is now in storage? Over 
four billion dollars? How much extra 
have consumers paid because of “jacked 
up” prices? To what extent have foreign 
purchases been curtailed because of hun- 
ger-blighted economies which our sur- 
pluses could have bolstered? 

During this third quarter-century we 
may discover that the cost of food is nev- 
er as great as the lack o it; that abun- 
dance requires less money than searcity. 
Maybe Mr. Brannan’s plan is the first step 
toward this discovery. Abundance is a new 
experience which society must now con- 
template, yes, and estimate the cost.

Continuing Problem of Israel 


GOING TO JERUSALEM, by Willie Snow Ethridge. 

(The Vanguard Press, 313 pgs., $3.50.) 

Willie, of the rather misleading mas- 
culine name, is the spirited wife of Mark 
Ethridge, publisher of the Louisville Cou- 
rier-Journal and the Louisville Times. 
When her husband was appointed United 
States representative of the United Na- 
tions Palestine Conciliation Commission 
for Israel, Palestine and other countries 
of the Middle East, she spent several 
months with him as a strong partisan of 
Zionist hopes and aspirations. This book 
is a record of her impressions and experi- 
ences. She admits that she dislikes facts. 
They tend to clutter up her mind and get 
in the way when she is writing. Thus she 
avoids them as much as possible, prefer- 
ing to write in a breezy, conversational 
style, more suitable to her fancy and more 
entertaining to the reader. Yet one notes 
in this book, despite her fanciful way of 
writing, a shrewd observer who has missed 
little in her meanderings among the peo- 

ple with whom she 
came in contact. 
Damascus, she 
says, spelled the end 
of her Middle East 
travels, There she 
caught a plane and 
said goodby to Syria, 
Palestine, Israel and 
Lebanon. She admits 
that she was not 
happy about it, for 
she had to put down 
the problem of the 
places *she visited 
with ends still un- 
knit, and had the 

Willie S. Ethridge feeling that a chair 
had been pulled from under her. She con- 
cludes that if Israel is to become an eco- 
nomically sound, stable state, which she 
is a long way from now, she needs many 
years of peace with her Arab neighbors. 
She needs to get the Arab boycott lifted. 
She needs to buy from the Arabs. She 
needs their fresh, green foods, their meat 
and their oil. In fact crude oil is so 
essential that, at the time she wrote this 
book, there was talk of bringing oil from 
Venezuela, halfway around the world, to 
open the oil refineries at Haifa. To be- 
come the commercial center of the Middle 
East, which is necessary if Israel is to sur- 
vive by the labor of her own hands, she 
must sell the bulk of her production to the 
Arab states. Now she has to ship her 
goods across the seas and offer them in 
highly competitive markets, where she can 
be undersold. 

Mrs. Ethridge avows that there is no 
escape from the conclusion that Israel 
must rely upon outside donations and 
loans. Any sharp curtailment of these 
outside revenues will bring on a terrific 
financial crisis and a painful drop in its 
standard of living, Bluntly, the author 
concludes, that the future of this country 
is a very large question mark. The pio- 
neer Jews and the Zionists have made 
heart-breaking sacrifices to bring to life 
the Jewish homeland. Whether the pres- 
ent leaders are wise enough to lead this 
infant country into a sturdy, healthy 
growth, only time will tell.

The Crime of Auto-Stealing 


UTO thievery is so common a crime that it attracts even less 

general attention than mine-run burglary. But if one’s own 

car is stolen, as mine was on April 28, it arouses personal 
curiosity. So I asked Sgt. Richard Jerabek, head of St. Louis's 
Auto Theft Squad, to tell me how 
thieves and police operate in this 
field. As for my own car, which 
was taken from in front of a large 
apartment building near Kings- 
highway and Lindell, it has dis- 
appeared without a trace. The 
Sergeant thinks it has lost its 
identity, been taken out of town, 
or both. 

In the first place, what are the 
various motives behind auto 
theft? By far the most common 
one, according to Sgt. Jerabek, is 
joyriding. A man craves the use 
of a car for a few hours or a 
few days, takes one, and then 
abandons it. The police spot it 
or neighbors report it and it is 
returned to the rightful owner. 
A second motive is transportation. 
to get from one place to another steals a car and leaves it when 
he gets to his destination. This happened often after the war when 
demobilized service men, having spent their pay, stole cars to ride 
home in. 

* 


* * 

A COMMON MOTIVE. of course, is the stealing of cars for use 
in commission of other crimes, like burglaries and stick-ups. An 
unusual reason is sheer vandalism, as when some youngsters stole 
two cars and deliberately ran them into a Forest Park lake. 
auto thefts are committed by professionals for resale value, or for 
the capture of accessories. Sgt. Jerabek says that, in the latter 
case, cars are often stripped of almost everything but bodies and 
chassis. 

A principal reason for the fact that auto thefts are so common 
is that the crime is so easy to commit. Sgt. Jerabek meant it as a

The high record 
of cars recovered is testimony to the fact that a large number are 
abandoned. Even so, the police and insurance companies have coun- 
tered nation-wide thievery by a nation-wide system of detection. 
And when a concentrated ring of thievery begins, the police and 
insurance companies concentrate their methods.

OSLO. 


ODAY has been busy but first 
let me tell you my impressions 
of Oslo as we drove through 
yesterday from the airport to 
Skaugum—the home of Crown 
Prince Olaf and Princess Martha. 


Oslo is a large city, with a pop- 
ulation of some 400,000. It is at 
the head of the Christiania fjord 
and surrounded by mountains, 
lakes and forests. Sunday was a 
warm, sunny day. Many people, 
especially the young, had evident- 
ly decided to spend the day in 
the sun. 


As we drove along I wondered 
at the skill of the bus and auto- 
mobile drivers. The roads are 
winding and narrow, and since it 
was Sunday and such a beautiful 
day, they were so filled with bi- 
cycles you felt that at any minute 
you would be bound to run them 
down. They all carried a package 
of some kind—perhaps a picnic 
lunch.

HE ideal melds, when you 
T nea only 50 points, are 

A-A-A and A-A-2. All the 
books say so, and it must be true. 
But this does not mean that even 
so ideal a meld must go down 
immediately. There may be an- 
other consideration. 

Suppose you hold this hand, 


which was played in a recent 
four-hand Canasta game: 


At your first turn, do you meld 
your deuce and aces? You should 
not. It is valuable to make your 
initial meld and remove the 
freeze on the discard pile so far 
as you and your partner are con- 
cerned, but it is even more im 
portant to keep a wild card in 
your hand. 

With the pack unfrozen you 
have very nearly the ideal hand. 
Any one of seven different ranks 
thrown by your right-hand oppo- 
nent will give you the pack—if 
you have a wild card. But relin- 
quish your last wild card and 
your hand becomes virtually 
worthless, Only the discard of a 
nine or five will give it to you. 

Of course, you may draw an- 
other wild card—but also you 
may draw another ace. If you 
wait to see which of the two (if 
either) you can draw, you double 
your chance of making the ideal 
initial meld and also retaining 
the ideal hand. If you meld too 
fast and chance later to draw an 
ace, it will not help you beyond 
giving you one matching eard to 
add to a meld. That same ace, 
if you had held up your meld, 
would let you meld and still have 
a wild card in your hand.

Hayes Gordon, ‘Brigadoon’ Principal, Thinks Every Town Should Have Something Like Municipal Opera

T’S green-up time again in For- 

est Park and the voice of the 

baritone is heard among the 
trees. Now and then it blends 
with the trill of the high-noted 
soprano, while in the background 
may be heard the plaintive too- 
dle-oodle of the clarinet, warm- 
ing up for the overture. 

Carpenters, stagehands and su- 
pers move about with the preoc- 
cupied air of something up and 
girls in scanty dancing costumes 
just move about with an air. The 
dawdler in the park does a dou- 
ble-take as they stroll by, and 
then comes the realization that 
another year has passed and 
Muny Opera Season has rolled 
around again. 

Veteran opera performers, who 
can be distinguished by their 
nonchalant air, take the whole 
thing, even the new buildings, in 
their stride. But those who are 
here to perform for the first 
time on the Municipal Opera 
stage are visibly impressed by 
the scope of the thing and 
among these is Hayes Gordon, 
one of the principals in “Brig- 
adoon,” which opens the season 
Thursday night. 

Gordon, a baritone, who is 30 
years old, looks about as much 
like an actor as the guy next door.

This is not to say, however, 
that he takes seriously the thea- 
ter as such, and his relationship 
to it.

Obviously, North’s opening was 
extremely light, . and South’s” 
spade response extremely fancy 
—but let’s get on to the play. 

First, a purely factual report: 
West led the spade three. Dummy 
played low; East won with the 
queen. East returned the diamond 
nine; South put up the ace, and 
West played the seven. South 
now led a low club and, when 
West played the four, put in dum- 
my’s eight. East won with the 
jack and led back the deuce of 
clubs. South ducking, West won 
with the king and returned the 
club six. Declarer captured East's 
two remaining clubs, cashed the 
diamond king, and then led the 
spade ten. West ducked, and 
South then cashed his last high 
diamond, after which he led and 
passed a heart into East. The lat- 
ter, reduced to hearts, had to give 
dummy three tricks in the suit, 
which were enough to fulfill the 
contract. 

Then the fur flew! West said 
that East had defended like a 
nincompoop; East returned the 
compliment embellishments, 
A sizable wager was made over 
who had played worse. 

It seems to this observer that 
it was pretty much of a tie! These 
were the separate “crimes”: 

1. East certainly should have 
returned a spade at the second 
trick. His partner’s lead in the 
face of South’s spade bid was 
highly significant, and if South 
had had the same phony spade 
bid with perhaps six diamonds 
to the A-Q-J and the A-K of 
clubs, the spade return would 
have been vital. 

2. As the play went, West’s re- 
turn of a club after winning his 
king was frightful. East's deuce- 
lead, coupled with previous 
revelations, marked South with 
the ace-nine of clubs. 

3. West’s failure to put up the 
spade ace when South led the ten 
was inexcusable. It was this “bull” 
which resulted in East’s getting 
end-played. ' 

Thus, the score looks bad for 
West, but remember that East 
made the first blunder.

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Origins of Communism 
By Fulton J. Sheen

HE commonest mistake 

made in judging interna- 

tional affairs today is to 
think of Communism as an eco- 
nomic doctrine alone. The 
Communists have, it is true, 
their economic system, but pri- 
marily they are set apart from 
us by a different philosophy of 
life. Its origins are worth our 
knowing. 

Karl Marx, the founder of 
Communism, was born in 1818 
in Treves, Germany. After 
completing his school-boy stud- 
ies he attended the University 
of Berlin, in order, as he said, 
to “wrestle with the problems 
of philosophy.” There he con- 
centrated on Hegel, who had 
died in 1831 but who still cast . 
a heavy shadow over German 
thought. 

Hegel’s system ... known as 
“dialectical materialism” ... 
threw overboard the basic prin- 
ciple of all sensible thought, 
the principle of contradiction. 
(This is a philosopher’s way of 
recognizing the simple fact that 
a thing cannot be both a cat 
and a dog at once. Every ra- 
tional mine accepts and acts on 
it every day.) Hegel tried to 
prove that thoughts grow 
through contradiction. Because 
he was particularly interested

MARX SOUGHT OUT Poud- 
hon, the French sociologist, to 
explain to him this crazy hodge- 
podge of ideas, and was told 
that, like all German philoso- 
phers of the day, he was “up 
in the air.” Poudhon suggested 
that he test the theory by ap- 
plying it to something concrete 
and practical, such as society. 
When Marx left Poudhon’s gar-

Marx had already made mat- 
ter dialectical; naw he tried to 
view society as dialectical, as 
well. But the adjective was 
too abstract; for “dialectical” 
he substituted the word “revo- 
lutionary.” As he put it, it 
sounded very neat: capitalists 
are contradicted in a modern 
society, by labor, and out of 
this contradiction, through 
revolution, comes a new social 
order, Communism. 

Marx, then, was an atheist 
before he was a Communist: 
the two things are forever 
bound together. He began with 
a philosophy, not an economic 
system. He tried to force a 
marriage of two kinds of think- 
ing ... Hegel’s and Feuerbach’s
